From Professor Robin Kernball 
Sir, Soviet intervention in Polish 
affairs seems to be. increasiugly 
regarded as an “ inevitable ” corol- 
lary of the Yalta agreement; on all 
sides one hears expressions, not 
only of surprise and relief, but 
almost of grarirude and admiration, 
that the Russians have been 
* tolerant ” so long. 0 
Ir seems high time to point out 
that, by any normal standards, 
there is not and cannot be one iota 
of justification for any such 
interference, ‘which, Yalta or no 
Yalta. socialism or no socialism, 
would still represent a flaeranr 


obligations to which the Soviet 
Gavernment has rolımtarily sub- 
scrihed (a view recently expressed, 
incidentally, by orher communist 
states such as Ronrania and Yugo- 
slavia). - 

The measuréê of people’s “ relief ” 
is exucdy the measure of the out- 
rageous standards of internationak 
cnnduct to which the Soviet Union 
has, accustomed us hitherto. Only 
against such utterly false criteria 
does observation of the elementary 
norms of international decency rake 
onan aura of saintliness. 

Ir may well be true, as you stated 
in your leader yı (February 
11) that “the Sovier Union’s interest 
in Poland is probably more military 


` haa ideological”, but this applies 


no less to the United States in 
relation to thêir Nato allies. Yet 
who has ever suggested that the 
United States had a right to inter- 
rene (let alone dreamed of inter- 
rening) militarily in any of those 
Nato countries which fram time to 
time have put at risk the security of 
the Alliance: Turkey and Greece, 
Portueal {when that country seemed 
on rhe brink of a cormimunist take- 
erer}, not 10 mention France. who 
ıeithdrew from the Nato pact 
altogether 2?

Later, David 
Garnett became frierdly with 
the Strachey and Stephen fami- 
lies and tad been introduced 
into the Bloomsbury circle. 

. Garnert was a young hero- 
worshipper of .D. H. Lawrence, 
wham he first met ip 1912 in 
Bavaria where they went Jong 
mountain walks together in the 
Tyrol—commemorated in his 
Introduction to Lawrence's Love 
Among the Haystacks. which 
contains a startlingly vivid per- 
sonal description of Lawrence. 
In the First World War he 
served with the Friends" War 
Victims Relief iu France, where 
he met Francis Birrell (wbo 
died in 1933), and later be was 
a conscientious objector in 
Britain working on farms. 

Wirth the return of peace the 
two men, trading as Birrell & 
Garnett, set up a bookshop in 
Gerrard Street, Soho, with 
Ralph Wright as a partner. Not 
content wirh this initial flagraat 
disregard of parental advice, 
Gainett began to write as well. 
Here, again, Edward Garnetr's 
fears were to prove unfounded, 
for Lady, Into Fox, the tale of 
a country gentleman and the 
effect upon him—upon them 
both—of the pitiful metamor- 
phosis of a young wife, ran 
through eight prioings in a 
couple of years and won the 
Hawthornden and the James 
Fair Black Memorial prizes, Its

Mr John David Cowen, MC, 
FSA, banker and antiquarian 
dîed on February 17. He was 76. 

Of Narthumbrian stock, John 

Cowen was born on November 
16, 1904 and spent his boyhood 
years i1 the country near New- 
castle. He was a scholar at 
Rugby and then at Hertford 
College, Oxford, again as a 
scholar, from 1924 to 1928, 
gaining a second in Greats. He 
took law finals with honours in 
1931, joining Barclays in the 
same year. He quickly became 
manager at Darlington, ‘and in 
the paştwar period moved to 
London to become in turn gen- 
eral manager (staff) 1948-49 and 
general manager 1950465, 
„. A Terricorial soldier, he 
joined the Northumberland 
Hussars Yeomanry in 1929 and 
saw distinguished service as a 
tank officer in the Second 
World War : he served in North 
Africa, Sicily. France and Ger- 
many with the rank of major, 
was mentioned in dispatches 
and awarded the MC.
